place and we don’t ‘realize the full 
significance of the truth, but we 
are living today in the midst of the 
greatest shaking this old world has 
ever experienced. Nothing seems 
secure. Nobody seems to know 
where to turn or what to do. And 
certainly nobody knows what the 
future holds and nobody knows 
when it is all over what shall be 
left—whether we will have anything 
left or not. Frankly, it begins to 
look to me like when it is over 
there will be very little left of 
anything that we have held on to 
for these years—anything that we 
might call ours. I believe with all 
my heart that Go@ is taking the 
world through that period today 
that Paul wrote aieut in this 12th 
chapter of Hebrews.

“Worship Centers’? And ‘Altar Sets’? Are Idols 


THE PRESENT FORMAL TENDENCIES IN CHURCH WORSHIP 
VIOLATE THE SECOND COMMANDMENT, PATTERN 
_ AFTER ROMAN CATHOLICISM.

homes to administer the Lord’s 
Supper to the sick. This, she feels, 
is contrary to the Word of God and 
she feels compelled to withdraw 
from the church. My opinion is 
asked and this question needs clear 
Scriptural discussion. 


First. of all, there is absolutely no 
Bible -authority for administering 


the Lord’s Supper to individuals 


alone, whether kept at home by 
sickness, or isolated for any other 
reason. First Corinthians 11:33 
,says, “Wherefore my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another.” In this dis- 
cussion of the Lord’s Supper the 
‘inspired Apostle Paul teaches that 
the Lord’s Supper should be in a 


° 


public gathering, and that one 
should wait for another. In Acts 
20:7 we are told, “And upon the 
first day of the week, when the dis- 
ciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them 
.’ This was the rule in Bible 
times, with never a single men- 
tioned exception; the Lord’s Supper 
was observed in public services 


The necessity for a public ob- 
servance is. inherent in the very 
nature of the Lord’s Supper. It is 


the Lord’s Supper not for their own 
private good or enjoyment, but as 
a public testimony to the broken 
body and shed blood of our Saviour. 
As it would not fit in with the Bible 
idea of testimony for an individual 
to stand up in his own bedroom with 
nobody else present, and solemnly 
speak in testirhony to nobody in 
particular, so it does not fit in with 


the Bible thought of the Lord’s 


with groups of Christians together.. 


a memorial supper. Christians take 


Supper for people to take the com- 
munion service in their own homes. 

This idea of individual commu- 
nion administered to sick people 
originated with Catholics, for the 
very simple reason that Catholics 
do not know anything about salva- 
tion by individual faith. With them, 
salvation is by the church, and the 
church officially administers the 
mass and officially pronounces sins 
forgiven. Of course, if the priest 
can forgive sins in public, he can 
forgive sins in private, and so there 
is as much reason for a Catholic 
priest to administer the communion 
as a saving ordinance to individuals 
at_home, as to a congregation in 
the church. But\ the Bible idea of 
the Lord’s Supper is entirely con- 
tradictory to the Roman Catholic 
idea, Protestants should leave to 
Roman Catholics who do not be- 
lieve ‘the Bible plan of salvation 
and who have perverted the beauti-

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Baptist preacher tell the story of 
the greatest single tragedy that 
ever occurred in Texas. It was the 
explosion that killed four hundred 
school children and their teachers in 
the New London school house. The 
school was dismissing for the day, 
when like a streak of lightning 
coming from the ground instead of 
the skies, the great building was 
blown to ashes, and lives of teach- 
ers, boys and girls were snuffed out 
in a flash. One family had five 
children (all they had) in’ the ex- 
plosion. Scores of parents lost 
three or four, their little bodies 
were so mangled that identification 
of many was impossible. A gloom 
of deep, dark, sorrow swept over 
our state and the nation. The gov- 
ernment sent secret service men to 
investigate the cause. They labored 
for days. One of the investigators 
was questioning a lady, the wife of 
a man who had worked on the con- 
struction of the building. She said: 


“My husband told me before this 
tragedy happened that he knew 
there was faulty construction in the 
gas line under the building.” 

“What?” said the inspector. She 
repeated her statement. Then the 
inspector asked: 

“Did your husband know that the 
construction of the gas line was 
faulty?”

‘Worship Centers’” And ‘‘Altar Sets’? Are Idols

ful ceremony of the Lord’s Supper 
the business of carrying the s0- 
called communion to sick people. 
Bible Christians should observe the 
Lord’s Supper in the Bible way and 
with the Bible meaning; a public 
testimony to faith-in the broken 
body and shed blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. The very word “com- 
munion” would mean that this rite 
involyes other people and is not a 
simple individual ceremony. The 
church and the minister who go 
wrong in this practice are drifting 
on the doctrine of salvation, though 
they may not be conscious of this. 


The Second Commandment Ex- 
pressly Forbids the Use of 
Images, Likenesses, and 
Articles as Centers 

_ of Worship 

Men, eager to make money out 
of the religious instincts of the peo- 
ple, offer for sale “altar sets” con- 
sisting of a polished wood cross or 
sometimes one of precious metal, 
and candlesticks with candles. The 
idéa is that a chaplain in the armed 
services, or a pastor in the home 
of a shut-in, can set up an altar to 
God, with the cross in the center 
and the candles on each side; and 
thus the spirit of reverence is sup- 
posed to be inculcated and people 
are supposed to be inspired to wor- 
ship by these articles. 

The idea is copied, of course, 
from so-called “worship centers” 
set up in churches. Catholic 
churches have an expensive altar, 
so do Episcopal churches and some 
Lutheran churches. The cross, in 
one form or another, with candles 
and lights and altar-cloths, and 
sometimes incense, are used. In 
churches. once fundamental and 
evangelical, now turning modern in 
doctrine and method, this idolatry 
often starts in the young people’s 
society, where-a picture of Christ 
is set up, flanked by _candles, | or 
Where a lighted cross is in the cen- 
ter, perhaps with a Bible on the 
table before it. 

What is wrong with these “wor- 
ship centers”? What is wrong is 
that such worship is literally idol- 
atry. It is idol worship. As such, 


it is plainly and explicitly forbidden | 


in the Bible. 

The first of the Ten Command- 
ments is “Thou shalt have no othér 
gods before me.” 

The second commandment is 
“Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or any likeness 


of any thing that is in heaven] ‘ 


above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath,-or that is in the water under 
the earth. Thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them, nor serve 
teem oS 

No graven image, nor Man like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the water that 
is under the earth” shall be_ used 
in worship. To make such a thing, 
is wrong, is sin. To “bow down 
thyself to them” is equally a wicked 
sin. Any likeness or image or ar- 
ticle before which people bow down 
in worship is an idol. 

Immediately people answer back 
and say, “But we do not worship 
_the altar, nor the cross, nor the 


picture of Christ, nor the candles— | 


these are only aids to worship 
God.” To,.be sure, my friend, but 
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that is all idolatry ever is. Do you 
suppose that when a Catholic bows 
down before the image of Christ, 
or the image of the virgin Mary, 
and prays, that they confuse that 
marble statue with Christ or with 
Mary? Oh, no, the statue or image 
is only a reminder, they say, an aid 
-to worship. The crucifix worn by a 
priest or nun or kept by any devout 
Catholic—do you suppose that they 
think that God Himself is in that 
crucifix? No, the crucifix is only 
a reminder of the crucified Saviour. 
Yet the use of it is forbidden in the 
second commandment, like the use 
of other images used in worship in 
Catholic churches. 

In Ephesus, there was a_ guild of 
silversmiths, making images for 
the worship of Diana of the 
Ephesians. Do you think these 
idol-makers believed that each little 
image they made was a separate 
and real supernatural being, a god- 
dess? Oh, no, each little image was 
only patterned after the large 
image which they said was “the 
image which fell down from Ju- 
piter” (Acts: 19:35). Every idol is 
only a representation of some spirit 
being. 

When Aaron with the children of 
Israel built a golden calf out of the 
earrings and jewelry brought him 
by the Jews in the wilderness, do 
you suppose that they thought this 
bit of inanimate metal was really 
a supernatural being? No, no! 
They only thought that this golden 
calf was in some way the home, or 
the representative, or a reminder 
of the bull god worshipped by 
heathen people in Egypt. ; 


So when church people bow down 
before a worship center, they do 
exactly what all heathen idolaters 
do; they bow down before some 
article or image which is to remind 
them of the God they worship. 
And God clearly says, “Thou shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them”; not to bow down be- 
fore any graven image or any like- 
ness of ariything in earth or heaven 
or hell! 

The use of so-called “worship 
centers” in worship ‘is idolatry, an 
jabomination to God. Any church 
| has forsaken the Bible idea of wor- 
ship which uses a worship center. 


| Object Lessons Favored: “Aids to 
Worship” Forbidden 
in the Bible 

_In Numbers 21:5-9 we are told 
about the serpent of brass which 
Moses made at God’s command and 
put upon a pole so that all who 
were bitten by the fiery serpents 
might look to this serpent of brass 
and be healed. That serpent of 
brass was an object lesson, divinely 
appointed, to picture the coming 
Saviour who would bear our sins. 
Jesus told Nicodemus in John 3:14, 
15, that just as that brass serpent 
was lifted up on a pole, so Christ 
Himself, the Son of Man, should 
be lifted up on the cross and that 
whosoever should believe in Him 
would have everlasting life, just as 
the Israelites who looked: on the 
brass snake were healed of their 
snake bites. The use of object les- 
sons to make clear Scriptural 
truths, is clearly endorsed in the 
Bible. The Lord’s Supper itself is 
an object lesson, reminding us of 
the broken body and the shed blood 
of the Lord Jesus:. Baptism is an 
‘object lesson. Old Testament 
prophets. ofttimes use object les- 
sons. Every animal sacrifice was 
an object’ lesson. 

But if that brass snake came to 
be regarded with veneration; if 
people felt that they could pray to 
God better if they bowed down be- 
|fore a brass snake which pictured 
the coming Saviour, would that be 
permissible? Well, that is exactly 
| what happened in the days of King 
Hezekiah. The«brazen serpent had 
become simply a part of a “worship 
center,” and in God’s sight was re- 
garded as an idol. II Kings 18:4, 
tells us what Hezekiah did about 


this “altar set.” “He removed the 
high places and brake the-images, 
and cut down the groves and brake 
in pieces the brasen serpent that 
Moses had made: for unto these 
days the Children of Israel did burn 
incense to it: and he called it Ne- 
hushtan.” The object lesson came 
to be used as an “altar piece,” really 
an idol, and so now became an 
abomination to God and Hezekiah 
destroyed it! So when Catholics 
lift up the bread and wine and say 
it has really become the body and 
blood of Christ and that people 
should really worship it, they are 
guilty of idolatry. The Lord’s Sup- 
per is proper and right as an object 
lesson. As an “aid to worship,” as 
Catholics use it, it is idolatrous 
and hurtful. 

In the days of Gideon after the 
wonderful victory over the hosts 
of Midian, Gideon took’the spoil of 
gold, “And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, even 
in Ophrah: and all Israel went a- 
whoring after it: which thing be- 
came a snare unto Gideon, and to 
his house.” An ephod was not in- 
tended to be worshipped, any more 
than the altar on which the sacri- 
fices were burned, or the vessels 
in which the blood was caught. But 
it became a snare because people 
came to use it as a worship center, 
in plain words, an idol. 

Object lessons clearly understood 
are permissible and helpful. But 
any objects, images, pictures, can- 
dies, altars, used as a center of 
worship to represent God, and 
toward which people bow, are an 
abomination to God. That kind of 
worship is idolatry; it is bowing 
down before images or likenesses 
and is forbidden in the second of 
the Ten Commandments. 


Pictures used in worship are as 
much idolatry as images or statues. 
In Numbers. 30:51, 52, God com- 
manded, “Spéak unto the children 
of Israel, and say unto them, When 
ye are passed over Jordan into the 
land of Canaan; then ye shall drive 
out all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, and destroy all 
their pictures, and destroy all their 
molten images, and quite pluck 
down all their high places.” 

Beautiful pictures as adornment 
for the home, or elsewhere, are not 
forbidden in the Bible. But as aids 
to worship, as something before 
which_men may pray or worship, 
they are absolutely forbidden in the 
Bible. 

Once a Daily Vacation Bible 
School teacher, in’ a school’ pro- 
moted by fundamental churches, 
was teaching the little ones how to 
make a “worship center.” No doubt 
she was only following the litera- 
ture put out by modernistic denom- 
inational publishing houses, or the 
practice in modernist churches. We 
trust she did not follow the teach- 
ings of the good pastors and church 
members she represented. When I 
learned of it I instructed my good 
wife to keep our children away 
from such an idolatrous practice. 
Doubtless others protested also and 
that plan was dropped. But .un- 
thinking people who are setting ‘out 
to follow the pattern of modernists 
in this matter should be taught the 
terrible sin they are committing 
and the ruin that will follow. 
Other Tendencies Toward Idolatry 

Many churches these days are 
greatly concerned to obtain what 
they call an air of “reverence.” 
They think that people can worship 
better with stained- glass windows, 
with pipe organ musié¢; with for- 
mality in worship, with robed 
choirs, with responses patterned 
after Catholics and Episcopalians. 
Actually, the effect is not reverence 
at all in any Bible sense. It is a 
certain enjoyment of sensual, flesh- 
ly pleasure which has nothing to 
do with the Holy Spirit. It appeals 
to the aesthetic nature. It may give 
enjoyment, but it is not really 
spiritual enjoyment. It is mental 
enjoyment. It may give a sense of 


exaltation, like any kind of beau- 


tiful music, secular or sacred, like 
a beautiful painting, an autumn 
scene, majestic mountains, or the 
awe-inspiring waves of the sea. 
Cultured and sensitive unsaved peo- 
ple may enjoy fine music or beau- 
tiful colors or scenes of nature just 
as much as Christians do. And in 
exactly the same way, the uncon- 
verted sinner may enjoy a formal 
church “worship” service. In ex- 
actly the same way that Christians 
do, multitudes of Catholics and 
Episcopalians who are unconverted, 
enjoy such a formal church service. 
Blasphemers, drunkards, infidels, 
agnostics alike, may enjoy the sen- 
sual appeal to the aesthetic mind. 
But that is not true reverence for 
God,, and it has nothing to do with 
worship. Actually, it is a carnal 
human, substitute for Christian 
worship. It often becomes a form 
of idolatry. Formalism in the 
church is abominable. It precludes 
revival, it offends the Holy Spirit, 
it shuts out hungry-hearted people. 
Formalism itself is a tendency 
toward idolatry. It is the mark of 
all human religions, as differen- 
tiated from the Bible kind of spirit- 


in His Son, Jesus. 

New Testament, Bible kind of 
churches should have their services 
center around the Bible, testimony 
and soul-winning, not about any 
forms of service. God must be of- 
fended and jealous when any 
church house or church auditorium 
is called “the sanctuary.” God has 
no sanctuaries on earth except the 
bodies of saved people. The Holy 
Spirit does not dwell in houses 
made with hands. When any place 
or house or form of worship or al- 
tar or worship center becomes es- 
sential to*the worship, then it is an 
abomination to God. 

Many people love to hear the pipe 
organ during prayer. Actually, 
that is purely fleshly, carnal, un- 
spiritual. The more the people 
listen to the music, the less they 
partake of the prayer. The more 
the tarnal mind is pleased by such 
popery and.Catholic trappings, the 
less they really approach Christ in 
prayer. For one to be conscious of 
the music at all would be divided 
attention. Real, born-again Chris- 
tians should leave off such abom- 
inations and worship God in spirit, 


ual worship of a true God and faith 


not in these “aids” of idolatry. 


The Bible has much to say about 
God’s people living a life of sep- 
‘aration from sinners, but the great- 
est emphasis is always placed on 
the teaching that Christians should 
not mix with unbelievers in the 
matter of religion. If it is wrong 
for a Christian to yoke up with 
unbelievers in marriage and for 
God’s people to join with unbeliev- 
ers in oath-bound lodges, it is even 
more important that Christians 
should have no “yoke,” no “fellow- 
ship,” no “agreement,” no “part,” 
no. “concord” with unbelievers in 
churches and religious progranis. 

Years ago it was taken for grant- 
ed that every man in the church 
believed the Bible. It is not so 
now. Unsuspecting Christians 
sometimes think that all preachers 
and Christian leaders certainly 
believe the Bible. The shocking 
fact is that many preachers are 
practically infidels.

Heaven! Eighty per cent. did not 
believe Hell was a real place of 
burning. Of these 500 Protestant 
preachers, only one out of five 
believed what the Bible says about 
Hell, and others doubted the in- 
spiration of the Bible, the deity of 
Christ, even the fact of immortality 
of the soul! It is a startling fact 
that many preachers, many profes- 
sors in so-called Christian colleges 
and denominational leaders, are

the Bible, they do not believe Christ; ' 
many of them have ‘not trusted 
Him as Saviour. What does the 
Bible say about. yoking up with 
these unbelievers? 


False Teachers and False Prophets 
Were: Foretold 

It is not surprising to one who 
knows the Bible, that some preach- 
ers should prove false to their 
sacred trust and preach their un- 
belief. The Bible has plainly fore- 
warned us of the coming of such 
preachers. Paul, leaving the great 
church at Ephesus with tears, 


that church as follows: 

“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all.the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood. 


For I know this, that after my depart-} 


ing shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock: Also 
of your own selves shall men arise, 
speaking perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. Therefore watch, 
and remember, that by the space of 
three years I ceased not to warn every 
one night and day with tears.” —Acts 
20:28-31. 

Paul knew that men would turn 
away from the faith. 

In I Timothy 4:1 the same warn- 
ing is given again. 

“Now the. Spirit, speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall gle- 
part from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils.” EE 

“In the latter times” this depart- 
ing from the faith will be worse 
than before, we are told! 

Again in Paul’s second letter to 
Timothy, II Timothy 3:13, Paul 
warns the young preachers: “But 


worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived.” In the next chap- 
ter this warning continues, that the 
time should come when people will 
“turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables.” 


“There Shail Be False Teachers 
Among You, Who Privily Shall 
Bring In Damnable Heresies” 

Poor, blind weaklings that we 
Christians are, the Lord saw that 
we needed to be warned again and 
again. concerning false teachers! 
In II Peter 2:1-3, is the following 
passage: 

“But there. were false prophets also, 
among the people, even as there shall 
be false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that bought 
them and bring upon themselves swift 
destruction: .- And many shall follow 


whom the way of truth shall be evil 
spoken of. And through covetousness 
ll they with feigned words make 
merchandise of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and 
their damnation slumbereth not.” 
The Scripture does not use soft 
words in talking about false teach- 
ers. It says that they “shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them,” 
and we are told that this false 
teaching will be brought in “priv- 
ily” and “with feigned words.” 


What an accurate picture that is of 


modernists! They pretend to believe 


Heaven, etc. But when they say the 
Bible is inspired, they mean just 
like other good books are inspi 
They say that Jesus is the of 


‘to disobey the plain command of 


all sons of God! They may say 
they believe in miracles, but in the 
next breath they say that the radio 
and printing press are miracles. 
Actually their words are “feigned 
words,” for secretly, that is privily, 
théy are bringing in damnable 
doctrines that deny the Lord that 
bought them, deny the Bible, God’s 
Word. When you read the news 
clipping above concerning the 500 
preachers, most of whom do not 
believe the Bible, and read this 
passage of Scripture, you will see 
that the Lord knew what He was 
talking about! What the Lord fore- 
told in His Word has now come to 
pass. 


Sad truth is told, in verse 2 
above, that “many shall follow their 
pernicious ways”! In these wicked 
modern days, many people follow 
unbelievers and modernists. Verse 
3 tells us that such modernists and 
unbelievers still claim to be preach- 
ers, still claim to be Christians, 
though they do not believe the very 
fundamentals of the Christian faith 
and sometimes deny the Lord Him- 
self and would take away from His 
head the crown of deity. But they 
hold on to the form of Christianity, 
while they preach their wicked un- 
belief “through covetousness.” They 
want to deceive common Christian 
people so they can receive their 
nice salaries! How true the Bible 
proves itself to be! Before our 
eyes today we find these words 
fulfilled. — 


What Should Christians Do? 


What should Christians do when 
they find such false teachers and 
Christian people untrue to the 
Bible, unbelievers in the Bible, the 
blood atonement, the deity of. 
Christ, the miracles, and a literal 
Hell? That question is plainly 
answered in the Scriptures. Chris- 
tians should not be yoked together 
with unbelievers. Particularly they 
should not be yoked with unbelieiv- 
ers in the churches and religious 
work. To be in a church with un- 
believers, skeptics and doubters, is 


Christ. To support such a preacher 
or teacher is a sin against God for 
which one will certainly have to 
give an account to God when he 
stands at the judgment seat of 
Christ. 


“Earnestly Contend For The Faith” 

Every Christian who wants to 
please Christ should be a campaign- 
er, a sincere crusader for the true 
gospel. Jude, verses 3 and 4, gives 
us the instruction ‘that we should 
“earnestly contend for the faith” 
and warns us again of evil men who 
will creep in unawares, denying the 
only Lord God. Read these verses. 


“Beloved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the common salva- 
tion, it was needful for me to write 
unto you, and exhort you that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints. For 
there are certain men crept in unawares, 
who were before of old ordained to 
this condemnation, ungodly men, turn- 
ing the grace of our God into lascivious- 
ness, and denying the only Lord God, 
and our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


There will be some Christians 
who will contend for “peace.” But 
this Scripture does not tell us to 
have peace with modernists, ration- 
alists, unbelievers, false teachers 
that deny the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Some people do not like “conten- 
tions” they say. But whether we 
like it or not, to contend for the 
faith is the plain duty commanded 
for every: Christian.- Any kind of 
Christianity that wants peace with 
unbelievers and agreement with 
doubters and fellowship with mod- 
ernists, goes against the plain 
command of II Corinthians 6:14-16. 
Read again what God says about 
having “peace” or “fellowship” 
“communion” or “concord” or 
unbelievers. 
- “Be ye not unequally yoked together. 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion hath light 
with darkness? And what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? Or what part hath

Aécording to this Roctotare it is 
sin to seek peace with such com- 
pany. They are enemies of Christ 
and the Bible. Honest Christians 
may differ as to some details of 
Bible interpretation, Wut honest 
Christians cannot differ about the 
deity of Christ nor whether the 
Bible is all God’s Word, infallibly 


nor about the miracles such as the 
virgin birth and the bodily resur- 
rection of Christ, the creation of 
the world by the direct act of God, 
etc., nor about a literal Hell. When 
a man dissents from what the Bible 
says on such great fundamentals 
of the faith, then that man has no 
right to call himself a Christian, 
much less a preacher of the gospel 
or a teacher of the Bible. Such a 
man is an impostor, a deceiver, a 
false prophet. An honest infidel one 
might somewhat respect even 
though the Bible calls him a fool. 
But an infidel in the garb of a 
preacher with language of deceit 
because of covetousness, is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing, a base hypo- 
crite. He forfeits the respect of 
decent people and should have open 
scorn and public exposure at the 
hands of true Christians every- 
where. The Bible commands us to 
contend earnestly for the faith. 


Do Not Receive False Teachers 
Into Your House Nor Bid Them 
God Speed 


The attitude of an honest Bible- 
believing Christian toward un- 
believers and those who do not 
abide in the doctrine of Christ is 
plainly told in the second epistle 
of John, verses 9 to 11. 
“W hosoever- transgresseth, and abid- 
eth not in the doctrine of Christ, hath 
not God. He that abideth in the doc- 
trine of Christ, he hath both the Father 
and the Son. If there come any unto 
you, and bring not this doctrine, receive 
him not into your house, neither bid 
him God speed; For he that biddeth 
him God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 
You can see from the above 
Scriptures that the Lord here 
means not simply an unsaved man 
but one who brings the wrong 
doctrine about Christ, one who does 
not believe what the Bible teaches 
about Him. Here is the proper at- 
titude for a Christian toward un- 
believing preachers, those who do 
not hold to the great fundamentals 
of the faith: “RECEIVE HIM NOT 
INTO YOUR HOUSE, NEITHER 
BID HIM GOD SPEED!” Do not 
let a modernist preacher eat at 
your table. Do not let him sleep 
oly: your bed. Do not pay his rail- 
road fare. Do not wish him prosper- 
ity. Do not do anything to endorse 
or support a modernist. If you 
do the Bible says that you are a 
partaker of his evil deeds and will 
certainly suffer part of his punish- 
ment. This is another way of say- 
ing, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.” Any 
yoke that binds a believer in the 
Bible with one who does not believe 
the Bible is an unequal yoke, and it 
is wicked for a Christian to be 
bound. by such ties. 

If Your Pastor Is A Modernist, 

What Then? 

Suppose you are a member of a 
chureh whose pastor is a modernist. 
I do not mean the pastor who may 
be wrong on some interpretation of 
Scripture. That is not modernism. 
I do not mean a pastor who is 
worldly. Worldiness is wrong, but 
that is not modernism. A modernist 
does not believe that the Bible is 
what it claims to be, the very Word 
of God. A modernist does not be- 
lieve in the virgin birth of Christ, 
does not believe in His bodily resur- 
rection. A modernist does not be- 


of Christ; that Christ actually died 
in the sinner’s stead and paid for 
our sins on the cross. The modern- 
ist does not believe in a personal 
regeneration, salvation through 
faith in the shed blood of Christ. 
The modernist does not believe 
in a literal Hell for Christ-rejecting 
sinners. Now supposing that your 
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in the Bible sense, and therefore is 
Satan’s man instead of God’s man, 
and brings Satan’s doctrine instead 
of Christ’s doctrine. What should 
a Christian do in such a case? 
The answer is plainly given in 
the Bible. Have no part or lot or 
agreement or concord or fellow- 
ship with such a man. Give not a 
penny to his salary for in so doing 
you would bid him God speed and 
be a partaker of his evil deeds. 
That is the first thing. The second 
is to openly expose his modernism 
and “earnestly contend for the 
faith.” Christians ought not to be 
quiet and cowardly when it is plain 
duty to be like Paul, “set for the 
defense of the gospel” (Phil. 1:17). 
The third duty, I think, is obvious. 
If you cannot put out such a leader 
from the pastorate of the church 
where your fellowship is, then only 
one thing remains to be done and 
that is to leave it immediately. You 
cannot please God and remain 
yoked up with such unbelievers. 
To listen to a modernist without 
protest is a sin. To pay his salary 
is wickedness. To associate with 
him is to put righteousness with 
unrighteousness, light with dark- 
ness, Christ with Belial, and the 
temple of God with idols. “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers.” Modernists often cry, 
“Peace, peace,’ but there is no 
peace. 

It is important that we use terms 
correctly. A man is not a modernist 
because he differs with you on bap- 
tism, though he may be wrong. To 
be untaught or to be mistaught on 
the second coming of Christ is not 
modernism. It is’ true that mod- 
ernists are post-millenial in their 
belief, but not all post-millenialists 
are modernists. It is wrong, un- 
brotherly, and misleading to call 
people modernists because you be- 
lieve them to be wrong on some 
matter of Scriptural interpretation. 
But on some major matters there is 
no room for essential disagreement 
among real Christians. On the fact 
of the inspiration of the Bible, on 


atonement, on salvation by faith, 
real Christians agree. They may 
differ in the way they express those 
doctrines, and may differ on some 
corollaries of those doctrines, but 
real Christians must believe that 
the Bible is what it claims to be, 
the inspired Word of God, and that 
Christ is what He claims to be, the 
virgin-born Son of God, who died 
for our sins. Christians must be- 
lieve that salvation is by the blood 
of Christ, One who does not so be- 
lieve is a modernist, and Christians 
should not be yoked with mod- 
ernists. 

There can be no peace on voltae 
ious grounds between believers and 
unbelievers, children of God and 
children of Satan. 


Should A Christian Support Mod- 
ernistic Denominational 
Programs? 


Here is a most serious question 
which many Christians have to face. 
Suppose your church is in the main 
true to Christ. Your pastor believes 
the Bible and preaches it. He 
preaches salvation by the blood of 
Christ. He warns sinners that they 
must repent and be born again, or 
be lost forever. Your pastor is a 
man of God and the church mem- 
bers are, generally, real Christians; 
but your church is affiliated with a 
denomination which supports mod- 
ernistic schools, perhaps, or which 
sends out modernists, unbelievers, 
as “missionaries.” What is the duty 
of a Christian in such a sound, 
Bible-believing church, affiliated 
with the denomination whose ene. 
ership is modernistic ? 

Some would say that it is a sin 
for any Christian to remain in a 
church connected ‘with one of the 
main denominations. I do not say 
so: I do not believe the matter is 
that simple. Certainly it is not 
right for a ¢ tian to compro- 
mise. Certainly it is not right for 
a Christian to support moderate

If the foreign mission 
board or society of your denomina- 
tion sends out some “missionaries” ~ 
who are modernists, then make sure 
that none of your money supports 
such missionaries. Make sure that 
the money God has put in your 
hands does not go to strengthen 
any such modernistic mission board. 
Do not yoke up with such a mod- 
ernistic mission board in the Lord’s 
business. To do so is a sin. To yoke 
up with a modernistic foreign board 
violates the command, “Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers.” 
If your pastor believes the Bible, 
then likely provision is made in 
your church so that those who give 
to the support of the Toéal church 
give to a separate fund which is ~ 
not used for the denominational ~~ 
budget. Likely members of the 5 
church are invited to designate 
their gifts to sound missionary ob-. 
jects. If there is one general 
church budget, and if a definite 
percentage of that budget goes reg- 
ularly to a modernistic denomina- 
tional church program, so that by 
giving to the church budget. one 
would be. supporting modernism, 
then in my humble judgment, it 
would be wrong to give your money 
to such a church budget. Christian 
money should go to support work 
that is true to Jesus Christ and 
true to the gospel. Even at the risk 
of misunderstanding and persecu- 
tion, a Christian should not support 
modernism with his money. Surely, 
on this, Christians can agree. _ 
2.°A Christian” should ‘fot helt 
in the support of modernistic lit- ~~ 
erature and propaganda. In some ~~ 
churches where the Bible is believed 
and preached, Sunday School liter- ~~ 
ature is tainted with modernism. 
Mark it carefully, that I speak not 
of shallowness nor worldliness, and 
not of mistakes in lesser doctrines, —~ 
but of real modernism’on the essen- = 
tial doctrines. If your Sunday 3 
School literature denies the inspir- 
ation of the Bible and its accuracy,’ 
denies salvation by the blood of 
Christ, denies the deity of Christ, 
His virgin birth, His miracles or 
His bodily resurrection, then no 
Christian should co-operate in the 
spread of such literature and 
propaganda. 

Once I planned to join a certain 
church which had a good pastor, 
true to the Word of God. But de- 
nominational promotional litera- 
ture was regularly given out in the 
church. This literature minimized 
the importance of the Bible, in- 
sisted on co-operation with modern- 
istic denominational leaders, the 
support of schools which deny the 
faith, and the support of a foreign 
missionary society. which is prin- 
cipally controlled by modernists 
and their friends. I could not in & 
good conscience put my family. — 
under the influence of such litera- ~~ 
ture. I was not willing to be a 
member of a church which regu- ~ 
larly spread such propaganda, writ- 
ten by enemies of Christ and the ff

in our finite minds we are unable, the beginning hast laid the founda- 


tion of the earth; and the heavens 
are the works of thine hands: They 
shall perish; but thou remainest;

The young 
men and women were to be carried 
away as slaves. The inhabitants 
were to be slaughtered and cities 
laid waste. Yes, and beautiful Jeru- 
salem with its temple of worship 
would be so completely destroyed 
Ltthat a ploughshare would be run 
over the place it once stood. There 
would be no temple where they 
could gather to worship God. Yet 
this man of God stood in the face 
of it alhand shouted with triumph- 
ant victory.in his soul, “I will re- 
joice in the’ Lord, I will joy in the 
God of my salvation.”’ When every- 
thing is gone we still have God. 


God Is the Same, Yesterday, Today 
and Forever 

N ot only do we have God, but He 
is the same God that went into the 
fiery furnace with the three He- 
brew children. He is the same God 
that went into the lions’ den with 
Daniel and shut the lions’ mouths 
so that the next morning when the 
‘wicked king came and looked into 
the den and said, “O Daniel, is thy 
God able to deliver thee from the 
mouth of the lions?” 
that came back from the depths of 
that lions’ den ought to encourage 
and strengthen. every child of God. 
Listen to those words, “‘O king, live 
forever. My God hath sent his 
angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, that they have not hurt 
me.” Yes the same God that fed 
His children forty: years in the wil- 
derness wanderings; the same God 
that opened the Red Sea and de- 


and at the same stroke swallowed 
up those who had taken them into 
servitude; the same God that 
opened the rock in the desert caus- 
ing life-giving water to flow; the 
same God that fed Elijah from the 
raven’s beak—that caused the birds 
of the air to fly across the country 
bearing food to the man of God, 
is-our ‘God today. The same God 
that stood yonder on the mount 
of Dothan with Elisha is our 
God. You recall how, when. his 
servant looked down that morning 
and saw the mountain surrounded 
with horses and. chariots, he cried 
out, ““‘O Master we are done for,” 
Elisha with unshakable faith in

Skep- 
tics have rediculed it, Atheists have 
tried to disprove it, and God’s peo- 
ple many times have dishonored 
it, but, thank God, it abides for- 
ever. In it there are thousands of 
promises. God has said, “I have 
promised.” Every one of those 
promises in the Book of God belong 
to every blood-bought son and 
‘daughter of Almighty God. Every 
one is a promise directly to me and 
to you. Jesus said, “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away: but my 
words shall not pass away.” 

This Book tells me of the hour in 
which we now find ourselves. God 
wrote it down over three thousand 
years ago, described it in detail for 
us, telling us what to expect, what 
we would experience, and what our 
eyes should see. Nineteen hundred 
years ago the Lord Jesus Christ 
took His disciples out on the moun- 


‘tain-side alone out yonder on Mount 


Olivet, and sat down with them. 
They said, “Lord, tell us when shall 
be these things and what shall be 
the sign of thy coming, and the 
end of the age?” The Lord gave 
them signs and chose such signs 
that nobody could be mistaken 
when he sees them begin to come 
to pass. He said, ‘“‘When ye: see 
these things come to pass, know 
ye that the kingdom of God is nigh 
at hand.” . .. “Look up, and lift 
up your heads; for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” . “And there 
shall be signs in the sun, and in the 
moon, and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves 
roaring; men’s hearts failing them 
for fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming -on the 
earth; for the powers of heaven 
shall be shaken.” When you see 
these things begin to come to pass 
look up for presently you shall see 
the heavens opened; you shall see 
the lightning from the east to the 
west; you shall hear the trumpet of 


the: ages sounding; you shall see 
what Enoch saw—the Lord in glory 
coming with “ten thousands of his 
saints.” “Look up for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” Yes, we have 
the word of God which cannot fail. 
And though many have tried to de- 
stroy it, yet to all who have been 
willing to believe it, to accept it and 
to follow it, it has been a “lamp to 
their feet and a light to their path- 
way.” Everyone that has been will- 
ing to listen to its message and to 
believe in the Christ that has been 
revealed in it, has found forgive- 
ness of sin; he has found the peace 
that passeth-understanding; he has 
found the solution to every prob- 
lem; he has found the answer to 
every question of human life.

The 
mercy of God endureth forever. The ' 
Psalmist said, “The mercy of the 
Lord is from everlasting to ever- 
lasting upon them that fear him, 
and his righteousness unto chil- 
dren’s children.” . Peter said, 
“God is long suffering to usward, 
not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance.” The mercy of God longs for 
all to repent and come to know the 
Lord Jesus Christ and receive His 
saving grace. 

4. Another thing that cannot be 
shaken is the love of God. Friends 
may forsake us; mother and father 
may even turn their backs on us, 
but God loves us still. David was 
right when he said, “When .my 
father and my mother forsake me, 
then the Lord will take me up.” 

“Yet once more will I shake not 
only the earth but the heavens 
also.” But the things that cannot 
be shaken will abide. When all is 
gone we have God, we have the 
Bible;*‘we have God’s plan of the 
ages to guide us like the morning 
star. We have “an anchor to the 
soul both sure and steadfast.” We 
have the grace of God that is suf- 
ficient .for all of our needs. We 
have the mercy of God that is im- 
measurable. We have the love of 
God in Christ upon which Paul took 
his stand and shouted his challenge 
to. the universe: “Who shall sep- 
arate us from the love of Christ?”

wrong about what is modernism 
and what is not. Or your pastor 
very probably would gladly take 
his stand against any outright mod- 
ernism. Take time, be. prayerful, 
do not accuse others, and usually 
God’s people, as they are informed 
and properly led, will get rid of the 
offending literature and stay true 
to Christ and the Bible. 


There will be some sad cases 
when Christians must suffer for 
Christ. Sometimes Christians must 
leave the church where they have 
worshipped since childhood, the 
church where there are many lovely 
Christians and where the fellow- 
ship has been sweet. If that is 
clearly one’s Christian duty, then 
do it for Christ in love and faith, 
knowing that He will reward. 


But let each Christian make sure 
that he does not break ‘fellowship 
over his own opinions and whims. 
Sometimes those who make the 
loudest cry about “modernism” are 
simply those-who lost a place of 
leadership in the church and then 
accused others. Be sure that you 
act only for Jesus’ sake. To accuse 
people of modernism is a most ser- 
ious thing,-and a Christian should 
not do so except on definite proof. 
To bring division or dissension in 
a church, to arouse contention, is 
a grievous sin, except°where it is 
really necessary for one to “earn- 
estly eontend for the faith,” as Jude 
clearly commands us. 

If_a Christian cannot stay in a 
church without supporting modern- 
ism, then he should leave the church 
and put his influence and labor and 
offerings where they will honor 
Christ and support work that is 
true to the Bible. 

Open Rebuke for Sin Is Necessary 

In Galatians 2:11-14 Paul tells us 
how he found even. the Apostle 
Peter dissembling, and that he 
“walked not uprightly according to 
the truth of the gospel.” Paul with- 
stood him to the face “because he 
was to be blamed.” Paul-says, “I 
said unto Peter before them all, 
If thou, being a Jew, livest after 
the manner of Gentiles, and not as 
do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the 
Jews?” 

Paul was right about it. There 
is only one course for Christians 
and that is to earnestly contend for 
the faith and have no fellowship 
with the evil things that surround 
us. 

Jehoshaphat, the good king of 
Judah, pleased God in many ways, 
but he sinned in having fellowship 
with the wicked king of Israel (the 
Northern kingdom). In II Chron- 
icles 19:2 we find the words of 
God’s displeasure carried to him 
by a faithful prophet, Jehu: 

“&And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer 
went out to meet him, and said to king 
Jehoshaphat, Shouldst thou help the 
ungodly, and love them that hate the 


Lord? therefore is wrath upon thee from 


before the Lord. 

Should Christians help the un- 
godly? Should we who are bought 
with the precious blood of Christ 


-» love them that hate the Lord? 


Surely that matter ought not to be 
hard for us to decide. James 4:4 
gives us plain words about compro- 
mising Christians who yoke up with 


unbelievers. Hear what God’s Word 


says. 

“Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship of the 
world is enmity with God? whosoever 
therefore will be a friend of the world 
is the enemy of God.” 

Those who are married to this 
wicked world are spiritual adul- 
terers. Even the friendship of this 


world i is the goats of God. To be” 


a friend of this world is to be the 
enemy of God! _ 


IV. CONCLUSION 


As a closing thought let me re- 
mind you that the Lord Jesus 
Christ, our great High Priest, is 
praised by Holy Writ as one “who 
is holy, harmless, undefiled, SEP- 
ARATE FROM SINNERS” (Heb. 


7:26). Jesus is fitted to be a High: 


Priest because He is separate from 
sinners. This world was no friend 
to the Lord Jesus. Christ; why 
should it be a friend to me? Jesus 
said, “If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before it 
hated you.” (John 15:18). Surely 
the servant is no better than. his 
master nor the disciple than his 
Lord. Why should I seek the friend- 
ship and keep fellowship with a 
wicked world that crucified the 
Lord Jesus Christ? Why should I 
be yoked with men who hate Him 
today and will not take Him into 
their hearts? Whether it be in 
business or society or lodge or 
church, or anywhere else, the man 
who is the enemy of Christ would 
be my enemy if I were enough like 
Jesus. “. .. all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer perse- 
cution” (II Timothy 3:12). No won- 
der the Bible says, ““‘Woe unto you, 
when all men shall speak well of 
you!” (Luke 6:26). No wonder we 
are commanded to rejoice and be 
exceedingly glad when men revile 
us and hate us for Jesus’ sake! 


I May Witness To Sinners But Not 
Be Yoked With Them 


Jesus died to save sinners and yet 
the Scripture says that He was 
“separate from sinners.” Jesus was 
called “the friend of publicans and 
sinners” and yet his denunciation | 
of their sin was so great that the 
jeering crowd mocked Him while 
He died on the cross. 

I may preach to sinners as Peter 
did at Pentecost, boldly denounce 
their sin, but if I would please God 
and keep my testimony, I must not 
sit down as he did with the soldiers 
who would crucify Jesus! 

I may oppose the Philistines as 
Samson did, but I must not lie, as 
he did, with my head in the lap of 
Delilah if I would retain my God-| 
given strength! 
~I may go like the man of God 
out of Judah unto Jeroboam with 
his false altar at Bethel and then 
cry against the idolatry of that 
idolatrous king and that unconse- 
crated place. If I am true to the 


Word of God then God will protect. 


me from the wrath of Jeroboam and 
make my prophecy come true. But 
I dare not stop to eat or drink in 
that place lest I should meet a lion 
in the road to destroy me, as did 
that man of God in I. Kings chap- 
ter A3. 

If, you let this clear teaching of 
separation keep you from loving 
sinners, keep you from seeking 
them, weeping over them, yearning 
pleading, winning them, you will 
have utterly misunderstood this 
Bible teaching. Oh, we must love 
sinners as Jesus loves them, and 
must run after them for Him and 
compel them to come in and be 
saved. But we must not bind our- 
selves to their ways nor yoke up 
with them. :

God says, “I also have given you 
cleanness of teeth in all your cities, 
and want of bread in all your 
places: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord.”

Why 
was it that Rommel drove all the 
way into Egypt and then stopped 
and ran out? Experiences like those 
are what Amos is here reminding 
the people of Israel about—fire- 
brands plucked out of the burning.

God In World War I 


I shall never forget an event 
which occurred in World War I. 


Germany was knocxning at the 
very gates of Paris. It was the 
blackest hour in the war for the 
Allies. The King of England called 
the British Empire to prayer and 
fasting. President Woodrow Wilson 
issued a similar call to America. 
The nation fell upon its knees. I 
was a beardless youth. We lived in 
Red River county, Texas. Men in 
overalls, women in calico, barefoot 
boys, little girls in sunbonnets, all 
gathered at the little country 


schoolhouse. Hoes and plows were} 


left in the fields. Virtually every 
family had one or more sons at the 


front. There was no joking or jest-. 


ing. There were no frosted pies, 
no fried ehicken, no creamy cakes. 
There was no preaching. There 
was deep heart-searching and re- 
pentance. There were tear-stained 
faces everywhere, and sobs mingled 
with fervent petitions to God. The 
people fasted and prayed. This 
prevailed throughout 
America and England. God heard 
The tide turned the 
very next day, and we signed the 
peace on November 11. Did we 
make it a day of worship, prayer 
and praise to thank God for giving 
us victory? 


Indeed, we did not. We roped off 
our city streets and staged wild 
dances. We drank and reveled and 
“made whoopee.” God was not 
mentioned. We took the credit for 
the wich ory We boasted «of our 


Then followed the peace confer- 
ence of Versailles. The American 
Bible Society printed and arranged 
a special Bible with white morocco 
binding and a gold cross dn the 
cover and presgnted it to Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson for use at 
the particular peace conference. 

‘That Bible was never opened. 


Prayer was not-offered.. The name 


of Christ was not mentioned. Dele- 
gates sat there with hate and re- 
venge in their hearts and wrote the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

We called God in and won the 
War. We left God out and lost the 
peace. 


Leading To Present 
World War 

Following that War, Russia be- 
gan to tear down the churches. 

France, whose’ representative 
mocked Woodrow Wilson and his 
Bible, became the most drunken 
booze-debauched nation in the 
world. 

England and America became 
pleasure-mad, _money-mad, movie- 
mad, entertainment-mad, and 
travel-mad. 

Cotton sold for forty cents a 
pound; corn and wheat, for two 


_--@ollars a bushel. We bought cars. 


We took trips. We went to the 
mountains.

“Yet have ye not — 
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We threw the Republicans out 
and put in the Democrats. We 
repealed the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and set out to drink ourselves 
sober. 

Dust storms rolled out of the 
west. Millions of unemployed walk- 
ed the streets. Cotton sold at give- 
away prices. Hogs, cattle and 
grains glutted the markets.

Present Leadership And 
Booze Wickedness ° 

A delegation headed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and 
consisting of representatives from 
England and from China, met at 
the fashionable Mena House Hotel 
in Cairo, Egypt, a year ago, to dis- 
cuss international agreements and 


map Pacific war strategy. It was/ 
an august occasion and involved 


the welfare of millions. Concerning 
the drinking on that occasion Time 


magazine declared: 


“The bar on the hotel’s main floor 
did a rush business from 9 a. m. to 
midnight. Scotch ran out the first 
night, but there was no repetition 
of that disaster; the Government 
hospitality fund had shipped 35 
cases out from Britain, and also 


provided 500,000 cigarets and 1,250 
cigars.” 
Following the Cairo Conference, 


home and the American and British 
delegations proceeded to Teheran, 
where they held another inter- 
national conference with a Russian 
delegation concerning European 
war strategy. They arrived late on 
a Saturday afternoon and Sunday 
afternoon was devoted to a gala 
event featuring wine, champagne, 
Martinis and other alcoholic bever- 
ages. The conference was climaxed 
by a birthday dinner for Winston 
Churchill. From newspaper ac- 


counts, that birthday dinner must} 


have been a whiz. The number of 
toasts drunk at that dinner was 
estimated at from thirty-five to 
fifty. The Time magazine in its 
report wrote: “The party roared 
on in high good humor, until young 
Hopkins’ eyes were boggling out 
at the flow of liquor and the ani- 
mated scenes. around him.” No 
wonder, when he was dry. Can you 
feature that? 


But listen to this. On Sunday 
night February 138, 1944, while 
millions of godly fathers and pray- 
ing mothers across the nation were 
gathered in their churches for wor- 
ship and prayer that God might 
guide our nation and give victory 
to our armed forces, there gathered 
in the large Statler Hotel in Wash- 
ington, D.C., some 1,500 national 
fleaders and distinguished guests 
at one of the wildest drinking par- 
ties ever held: “There was Scotch 
whiskey for 1,500 guests and every 
other drink a dream could muster.” 
The booze that night at that one 
party is estimated to have cost 
from $7,500 to $10,000. 


National leaders were attending 
a party of this type while the 
world was being bathed in blood 
and tears in the most terrible war 
of all time—while thousands of 
young men were on canned rations, 
in blinding smoke, scorching heat 


rand bleeding and dying on Pacific 


islands and.in the war theaters 
around the world. 


That fiendish mockery of their 
noble sacrifices took place on a 
Sunday night. 


What a devilish sacrilege! 

But here is the news story of all 
news stories concesning the Wash- 
ington wild parties in wartime. This 
takes the cake. 


The United Press sent from 


Washington a release that was pub- 


lished in the Lexington Leader of 
Lexington, Kentucky, on March 28, 
1944. It was headed “Political Big 
Shots Get First Call When Liquor 
Is In Demand.” The article de- 
clared: 


“The thirst of the White House, 
State Department and members of 
Congress constitute ‘hardship cases’ 
that give them top priorities on 


|the capital’s scant liquor supply, 


liquor dealers acknowledged.” 


Consideration given to the special 
demands of “worthwhile people” 
was described by a Washington 
liquor dealer before a congressional 
investigating committee: 


“Conceding that when the man 
on the street is parched for a Scotch 
and soda it may be that officialdom 
is to blame,” he said his firm made 
a practice of rushing supplies to 
retailers when they phoned about 
“hardship cases.” “A hardship 
case,” he added, “might occur when 
a retailer is called upon to supply 
a number of cases of whiskey for a 
function given by the White House 
or the State Department to enter- 
tain visiting delegates. Other mem- 


bers of Congress require large 


amounts ‘of whiskey -for social 
events.” | 

So, my friends, it is not hard to 
understand why the booze traffic 


has been given a free hand during 


the war. It is not hard to under- 
stand why thére has been so much 
drinking among the armed forces, 
the working public, the youth of the 
land and the high school boys and 
girls. When ‘the political “Big 
shots,” the leaders in the Govern- 
ment, and the high-ranking offici- 
als in the Army and Navy indulge 


the Chinese delegation. returned 


in such drinking what else can 
you expect of the common masses? 

America needs to repent. The 
Christian people whose boys are 
bleeding and dying in this war 
ought to pitch a whole drove of 
Washington Politicians out on 
their ears.
